Reports on the Sacramento State Col- 
lege Foundation and the Hornet Foundation 
during the period in which Robert Johns, 
controversial ex-president of this college, 
served as chairman of their governing 
boards show a 3-year history of fiscal 
mismanagement. 


The reports by the Audits Division of 
the California Department of Finance 
both begin with a statement that the 
financial picture after Johns’ abrupt de- 
parture was so confused that an accurate 
picture of the foundations’ financial status 
is still impossible, 


According to the reports, accounting 
procedures during Johns’ tenure were so 


“grossly’’ inadequate that the auditors 
were unable to use norma! auditing pro- 
cedures in making their investigations, 

Specifically, the report on the SS 
foundation shows that ‘‘many of the foun- 
dation’s expenditures of the last three 
years were neither legitimate overhead 
costs . . . nor were they lor research 
or education projects." 

Tne study also charges that the ‘“ex- 
cess” funds of the foundation were used 
for purposes other than those specified 
by the state college system. 

In the three years that Johns headed 
the colleze, the foundation spent $345,747. 
This was 70% of the entire expenditure 
of the foundation for the past ten years, 


The Johns spread 


Included in the expenditures which the 
audit questioned, were payments of 
$64,902 for a house for Johns, $4,717 
for furnishings for Johns’ house, $11,207 
for ‘‘rental on the ex-president’s home 
and other expenses,”’ and $11,727 for 
Johns’ discretionary fund. 

During this period, the foundation's 
general fund dwindled from $105,004 to 
only $12,780. This of money in 
the fund occurred despite the fact that 
additional investment income was chan- 
neled into the general fund during the 
three years.

Former Executive-Director of the 
foundation Harry Shoup also came under 
fire for his role in the SSC Foundation. 
The report charged that Shoup ‘‘claimed 
substantial expenses without supplying 
adequate information or vouchers, He was 
also paid from a faculty position without 
teaching a course," 

During the 11 month period in which 
Shoup claimed these expenses, he collected 
a total of $6,009 dollars. This was in 
addition to a salar $17.00 per year. 

According to the report, some of th 
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early expense claims that Shoup collected 
on were signed by Johns, but later pay- 
ments showed ‘‘no approvals whatsoever.”’ 
In each case, the foundation paid the 
money anyway. 


The report questions the payment of 
almost $2,400 to Shoup. ‘i charges that 
the foundation paid Shoup for excess per 
diem, unsupported car mileage, and, in 
some cases, made duplicate payments to 
the former executive director. 


The study says that Shoup was paid a 
total of $1,282.84 in cases where he did 


not make any adequate explanation of the 
payments, but was paid by the foundation 


anyway. 


of Dr. Johns. No competitive bidding pro- 
cedures were used and the contract was 
signed by Robert Johns.’’ Johns went to 
work for the Servomation Company upon 
his departure from SSC, 

The foundation also entered into a 
contract with Servomation to instal! and 
service vending machines on campus while 
Johns headed the foundation’s board. 


Later, the foundation constructed a 
circular brick structure at a cost of 
$17,000 to house Servomation’s vending 
machines. This was done without obtain- 
ing the approval of the Chancellor’s office 
or the Board of Trustees. 

The trustees reacted by calling for 
the removal! of the building when its cost 


Gross confusion

The audit recommended that the over- 
payments be recovered from Shoup, but 
says that no reply has been received from 
the foundation regarding Us recommen- 
dation. The report also recommends that 
salary due to Shoup not be paid until a 
review of his expense claims is com- 
pleted. 


Part of the payments to Shoup we 
made from state funds and the study 
recommends that the hapless foundation 
be required to pay the state back for the 
‘total amount of state funds paid to 
Shoup.”’ 


Attorney costs 


rhe report also questioned the need 
for the increase in foundation legal costs 
during the period that Johns was at SSC, 
Despite the fact that prior to Johns ar- 
rival ‘‘the foundation incurred little legal! 
costs,’’ it found it necessary \o appoint 
a local attorney as lega! counsel at $35 
per hour. In three years, the foundation 
paid over $25,000 for legal fees. 

The attorney received his $35 for such 
‘*services”’ as ‘‘attending board meetings, 
conferences, discussions, and phone 
calls."’ The Foundation is reviewing this 
practice.

In addition, the 
$150,000 in furniture 
counts can not be verified because pt 
inventories had not been taken for several 
years, and many items were not ident ified 
as belonging to the foundation.

severely criticized by the auditors. The 
audit of the foundation is particularly 
critical of the relationship between Servo

\ccording to the report, a foundation 
contract with Servomation for ‘‘food- 
rvice consultation’’ resulted in over- 
payments of $94,000, This contract was 
‘consummated as the result of the efforts 


had been recovered by vending center 
revenue, 

lhe foundation repeatedly ignored cum- 
petitive bidding practices while Johns 
served as chairman of the board of 
directors. In addition to the Servomation 
contracts, it also did so when it authorized 
the building of bleachers at the new 
physical education facility. 

The study lists 9 ‘irregularities’? in 
the manner in which the foundation handled 
the construction. This list includes the 
failure to list any standard specifications 
for the bleachers, the failure to formally 
advertise for bids and the failure to submit 
plans to the Chancellor’s office until the 
construction was almost cumplete. 


Odd transactions 


In addition, the report charges that 
there was no ‘“‘assurance that the con- 
tractual arrangements were handled as 
‘arms length’ transactions,”’ 


The study says that during the con- 
struction the contractor was paid $1,013 
with no documents to show any reason 
for the payment. The report suggests 
that the foundation undertake steps to 
determine just why it paid the money. 
The foundation has not replied to this 
recommendation.

The 
auditors report suggesis Lhat the contract 
was pre-dated and probably was not ac- 
tually signed until several months after 
Carlson received the $5,000 payment that 
Johns authorized without a formal con- 
tract. 


The study charges that Carlson was 
paid further sums of money despite the 
fact that he was already in possession 
of the $5,000 advance payment. The 
report says that the payments should 
not have been made, but instead deducted 
from the advance, 


It recommended in a preliminary re- 
port on January 29, 1968, that the foun- 


dation collect $4,296 from Carlson. No 
action was taken by the foundation during 
the time that Johns remained in the office 
of SSC president. The foundation has since 
begun attempts to recover the money. 


Poor inventories 


As was the case with the SSC Foun- 
dation, the Hornet Foundation’s inven- 
tories are out of date, The audit reported 
that ‘‘over $190,000” in inventory accounts 
could not be verified because no inventory 
had been taken for several years and 
because foundation property was not pro- 
perly identified. 


The audit also indicated that the ‘‘gross 
profit ratio’? of the bookstore, which is 
Hornet Foundation managed, varied by 3% 
in the last two fiscal years. This made 
the profit picture unstable despite ‘‘a 
captive clientele’ which makes it a 
‘virtual monopoly.”” This was attributed 
to inconsistent inventory evaluations by 
the bookstore. 


The report recommended that an in- 
ventory be taken of all foundation property 
and that all the property be tagged with 
new ‘‘Hornet Foundation’? tags so that it 
can be properly identified, The foundation 
is apparently following this recommen- 
dation,

Governor Reagan's plan for education strangulation

Governor Reagan’s deep-biting 
economy moves dealing with publ ic 
higher education in California have 
drawn caustic criticism from the 
College Council, American Fed- 
eration of Teachers. 

In a statement presented to the 
Board of Trustees at a meeting 
September 23, 1969, the AFT 
termed Kearan’s budget proposals 
for the California State Colleges 
“either a fraud designed to make 
him look like a determined tax 
saver, or he is a man intent on 
destroying public higher education 
in California.”’ 

lhe statement also said, in part, 
“A projection of this year’s 
academic program into 1!970-7] 
would require $300.7 million. This 
increase of $12.5 million above the 
1969-70 appropriation ‘of $288.2 
is needed to provide for the cost 
of in-range salary increases, 
faculty promotions, the full-year 
cost for positions funded part-year 
in 1969-70, price increases, and 
maintenance services for new

US fosters myths and 
patterns says Jacobs

Americans live under a set of 
myths which ‘‘serve the devil”’ 
and pstify some _ horrifying 
patterns of behavior in this 
country, according to Paul Jacobs, 
writer and socia! critic, who spoke 
here I riday. 

To a standing- room audience in 
the Music Kecital Hall, Jacobs 
“rapped”” on American beliefs 
which he feels continue Ww sus- 
tain prejudice and violence in 
America. He mentioned as some 
of these beliefs the myths that (1) 
America alone has technological 
superiority in the world; (2) 
America is a melting pot where 
differences among races are dis- 
solved and (3) we all are 
Americans, regardiess of race, 
color or creed, 

Jacobs told his audience that 
those who resist these myths and 
realize the true situation of this 
country must increase in number 
or America will soon be ripped 
apart. He cited the failure f 
society to recognize that some 
American institutions are ‘‘ser- 
ving the devil,"’ as the cause for 
his fear. He noted that America 
is unprepared to deal with the 
coming battle.
